U. S. Attorney-General Telk 
How Cost of Living Can 
Be Reduced 


Soissous. Dec. 14,—Via L o nd o n. 
Dec. 17.—Btrqctural steel 1s rising 
out of the ruins at Cuffles. just out¬ 
side of Boissons. where the Wauxsot 
champagne bottle works employed 
1,200 men before the war. Ths 
framework of the first three units is 
up and by September. 1420. produc¬ 
tion of champagne bottles will begin 
again. A year later a second furnace 
is expected to be fired and in another 
year a third will be operating. 

There was nothing else at Cuffies 
besides the glassworks, and there re- 
muin of the old construction only a 
few foundations, and here and there 
some solid masonry. The walls of 
the plant were pierced and tunnels 
leading to the German trenches 
blasted through the foundations and 
huge melting pots by the Germans. 
The loss .is estimated by the owners 
at from 20,000.000 to 24.000.000 franca. 

Eight to nine million champagne 
bottles, more than a tenth of the 
French production, were made an¬ 
nually at Cuffles. It was the second 
largest factory of its kind In France. 
There were ten In all and eight of 
these went destroyed. The destruc¬ 
tion contributed to the Increase of 
the price of champagne bottles from 
six to twenty-four, cents during the 
war. •

The I 
committee, meeting from time to j 
time, could lay down a platform lhat 
could be modified. 

The work that should be under¬ 
taken by a district representative^ 
who would de vo te Mi whole time to 
practical agricultural* instruction. In 
the known improvements in agricul¬ 
ture. also was Included In Mr. Don- 
can's programme. Theoretical edu¬ 
cation. unless followed up by demon¬ 
strations. was of little use. Mr. Dun¬ 
can held. Cowichan had been the 
first section to advance this Ides In 
British Columbia and the movement

"1 find I have been greatly mis- 
understood In my proposition for a 
*ix-hour Jay.’’ -Lord Leverhulme aaid. 
"It haa been thought that I advocated 
a factory open for eix hour* only. It 
I really mean a a dietary open for 
twelve houVt, but working in two ' 
'•hlfl*. 

"1 believe. In short, in swatting 
the machine aud not the man. 1 
would like to make the men's work 
easier and the machines’ work 
harder. 

"If a machine wears out In half 
the present normal time the world 
Is richer, for a new machine haa to 
be made to replace It, and that 
means more work for the workman 
and more pay for his work, a new 
machine sold for more money for the 
manufacturer, which becomes more 
dividends for the stockholders. But 
If a man wears out in half the tines 
the world I* poorer, and that needs 
no demonstration. 

M I also want to reduce the cost of 
production so that I can increase 
wages, and that can be done only by 
Increasing th* output. , 

" ’Why not two shift* of eight 
hours?* I have been asked. Th* an¬ 
swer is the domestic side of the prob¬ 
lem. You cannot divide properly the 
time for mealp. sleap and recreation 
is the household under any system 
of eight hour* of labor,' but it can 
readily be done under a system of six 
hours of labor. The domestic life 
has to be considered If the man and 
woman are to be kept healthy.” 

Net t* All Buisneases. 

Lord Leverhulme was asked if he 
thought his theory would be applied 
to any business. 

"No. ” he replied. "It can only be 
applied to Industries where the over¬ 
head charges under the present sys¬ 
tem are at least us much as the 
weekly wage bill. Wherever th* 
weekly wage exceeds the overhead it 
cannot be applied. Take such an In¬ 
dustry os farming, for exampla, 
where the overhead consists of th* 
cost of Implements and machinery 
that have ta be renewed only at in¬ 
frequent intervals and the weekly 
wage bill Is far higher than the over-’ 
head, and the six-hour day could 
not be put Into effect without In¬ 
creasing the coat of the* product. But, 
fortunately, lit all industries where 
the machine counts for less and th* 
man for more .the man’s occupation 
Is more healthy and the strain on the 
man is less than In Industries where 
the machine counts for less And the 
man’s wages for the legal in ths 
coat, of production. On lhe farm 
even the long hours do not bring the 
same strain on a man -m there la 
the factory or foundry, the ehop or 
the railway, locomotive."

Nor la that all; they demand In 
their “declaration of Independence'' 
(of law) that Congress ahall not 
make strikes unlawful, aa If It were 
not Congress which first made strikes 
lawful, aa In the Clayton Act and the 
Adamaon Act. P«rhapa. they dfd not 
know that at the common law which 
prevails In moat. If not all the Btatee, 
an agreement of combination among 
workars to Injure the business of their 
employer Is a misdemeanor subject 
Ing the strikers to fine and imprison¬ 
ment; It la a oonsplracy and therefore 
unlawful. Many persons In the 
United Btatee have suffered their 
Just dues for tha violation of this 
wise law. The Acta above referred 
to. so far aa Congress la concerned, 
have made strikes lawful—provided, 
however, they are peaceful and tha 
Strikers do not interfere with others 
who apply for their places.

All othar peoples but the unions 
are to submit of course to “Govern¬ 
ment or Government agencies." but 
the unions are to be exempt. 

Aa already observed. It was Con- 
grasa that gave them the right to 
strike. That right has been so 
shamefully abused that Congress is 
considering the propriety of correct¬ 
ing that mistake 

As 'to injunctions, I desire to say 
that it la the consensus of opinion 
among Intelligent men that this form 
of Judicial administration ia the 
mildest, safest and moat conserva¬ 
tive of all the forms of Judicial ad¬ 
ministration. Mistakes are made, of 
course, but is tha verdict of a Jury 
lnfai table? Not only so. but there 
are matters In which the trial by a 
Jury la utterly Impracticable. 

You have a home and some shade 
trees of which you are very proud- 
Your neighbor claims that the trees 
are on hla aids of the line and threat¬ 
ens to cut tham down. You have 
Vo remedies; first to guprd your 
ees with your gun or appeal to the 
ourt for an Injunction. Which la 
betlfir? Again: You have a email 
factory employing, aay. fifty men 
They strike and atand around your 
factory and refuaa to allow new 
-mployeee to enter the premises. 
A*hat are you going to do about It? 
Will you abandon your enterprise en¬ 
tirely, or will you arm your new em¬ 
ployees and drive the strikers off 
your premises, or will you ask a 
court to enjoin there from Interfering 
srilh your business? It la admitted 
that you muat adopt one or the other 
»f these remedies; which ia better? 

In view of „the constant attacks 
made by the unions on the courts, my 
private opinion la that the second 
remedy la the proper oaa! They de¬ 
clare that thslr organisation la not 
for themselves but tor the whole peo¬ 
ple. Are they aware of the foct that 
less «h»n ten per cent, of the peopls 
in the United States and Canada be¬ 
long to or sympathise with the mod¬ 
ern propaganda of tho labor unions? 
What about the right# of the other 
ninety par cent.? But they are 
“scabs” and are. therefore, not en¬ 
titled to any consideration* ‘ 

Section four of their propaganda 
declare* the "right of public em- 
plbyees *to organise must 'fit all tlmas 
ba safeguarded." la that true? They 


already belong to one organisation 
to which th*y have sworn allegiance. 
But then this Is only the Government. | 
and who cares for tba Governmont? 
The Government belongs to the cap¬ 
italist: the Government t« an enemy 
of labor and should be overthrown. 

This Is all right In Russia, but I r 
doubt If It meets the approval of 
(Tansdlana and ^nericana.

stand, the member* of the executive 
council of the B. C. Football Associ¬ 
ation whose names are subscribed 
hereto, submit the following facts: 

"From statements appearing tn'the 
press recently, it they easily appear 
to the uninitiated that the B. C. F. A. 
Council as at present constituted la 
a self elected body. As a matter of 
fact the Council was sleeted by the 
majority vote of the accredited dele¬ 
gates from all of the leagues affiliat¬ 
ed with the provisional council. The 
work of this provisional council has 
been carried on by seven members 
since the nlght^JJ.

Dr. Plaskett Gives Interesting 
Lecture on Development of 
Astronomical Research 


No longer is the theory h eld t hat 
the fwn trd»awrt** # d# RHhefW 
ABinw M wniFAi r e sea r ch haa ilicow* 
ed it to be off to ope aide. 

This Interesting announcement Was 
made by Dr. Plaskett, director of the 
Dominion Aatrophyslcal Observa¬ 
tory, In an Illustrated address before 
the Royal Astronomical Society At 
the Girls' Centrpl School last even¬ 
ing. 

The doctor told ot the wonderful 
progress which had been made dur¬ 
ing the past twenty-five years In 
the study of the universe. For 100 
years the ideas propounded by 
Herschel were accepted. He held 
the opinion that the world was shap¬ 
ed like a grind-stone and he also 
handed down some very interesting 
Information regarding the shape of 
the stars, but he was unable to say 
anything about their dimensions. 
During the past fifteen years, how¬ 
ever, It had been made possible to 
measure ^he distance of the stars, 
and as a result there had come about 
a change In the Ideas of present-day 
astronomers. 

Dimsnsiofis Increased. 

The belief Is stlH held that the 
world is something about the, shape 
advanced h£ Herschel. but as a re¬ 
sult of the measurement of globular 
c l ust ers at Ml Wilson the p r eco n - 
celved Idas of ths dimensions of the 
- un iv erse has bevn enlarged. This 
has caused the enlargement of all 
the dimensions of the universe. 

Dr. Plaskett dwells on the Einstein 
theory of relativity, which had al¬ 
tered the theory of gravitation and 
changed all ideas of space and time, 
as well as modified all ideas of 
science. 

A number of very Interesting pho¬ 
tographs of star clusters ana dia¬ 
grams of the universe were shown.

ASK EQUITABLE RATES 
ON FREIGHT ON P.G.E, 

Delegation Puts Arguments 
Before Mr. Oliver, Who 
Promises Action 


That more equitable treatment 
should be accorded Victoria firms In 
fixing freight rates on shipments on 
the Pacific Great Eastern Railway 
was the request laid before Premier 
Oliver yest^pday afternoon by a dele¬ 
gation of business men composed of 
Colonel, the Hon. E. G. Prior, C. P. 
Schwengers and H. Goulding Wilson. 

Asking that through rates on 
freight from this city should be the 
same as those granted from Van¬ 
couver, the delegation pointed out 
that the CJML and C.N.R. give this 
equal treatment on Victoria ship¬ 
ments to point on those lines within 
a certain radius of Vancouver. 

The delegation stated alao that the 
Northern ConelruCtlon Company, the 
organization carrying on construction 
work on tho lino of th. P.O.E. wu 
not glrlng Victoria a fair opportunity 
to bid on suppllra required by the 
company on Its contract. 

Regarding tha question of freight 
rates, Mr. Oliver said ha would write 
to the general manager of tho railway 
to go fully Into tho matter and cor- 
fer with the C.P.R. and C.N.R. com¬ 
panies with the object of drawing up 
a suitable schedule. Mr. Oliver alao 
promised to writ* to tho construction 
Company and urge that, whenever 
possible. It should give Victoria firms 
an opportunity to bid on supplies. 
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
